ONLY 25 PERCENT OF PLANT’S WORKERS BELONG TO PARTY — Sofia, Rabotnichesko Delo,

Most plants and factories in Vidin Okrug are successfully fulfilling the 
government plans. Exceptions are the Stalin porcelain factory, the Sila brick- 
yard, and the hemp-processing mill. The Stalin factory has so far fulfilled 
only 70 percent of its plan for the first 6 months of the year. 

The main reason for the failures is seen in low party membership; in the 
Stalin factory, only 25 percent of the workers belong to the party, and not a 
single new candidate has enrolled during the whole year. On the other hand, Com- 
munists guilty of violating party discipline have not been prosecuted. Further- 
more, the party is not doing much to improve , living conditions. In the brewery 
at Lom, workers are sleeping in the warehouses and the food is substandard.
